PARIS, Nov. 13 (UP)—Police 
fired on an estimated 500 demon- 
strators in the industrial suburb 
of Puteaux today, wounding at 
least three persons, as a 24-hour 
general strike called by Commu- 
nists in the Paris area neared its 
end.

workers and 17 police were hurt 
in other street fights. , 

The general strike was called 
to protest against alleged police 
brutality. It was only partially 
effective. 

Witnesses said demonstrators 
were marching on a police station 
in Puteaux to demand the release 
of workers arrested for owt | 
crowds when they encountere 
two busses driven by non-Com- 
munists. Police reported the 
marchers fired on them. 

' Crowd Hurls Rocks. 

The crowd hurled rocks and 
clubs. The police drew revolvers 
and fired inte the front ranks, 
witnesses said. 

Police clashed with demon- 
strators early in the evening at 
Suresnes, another industrial 
suburb, and again said they had 
been fired on. 

In the heart of the capital, hun- 
dreds of police reinforced by mo- 
bile guards in full battle kit, 
ringed Government buildings but 
mostly their tour of duty was 
quiet, 

The strike crippled transporta- 
tion and shut down newspapers, 
but otherwise was ineffective. 

In Southern France, striking 
coal miners seized and disarmed 
three police inspectors, paraded 
them through the town of La 
Combelle and imprisoned them in 
a pit head. 

The rioters, estimated at 400, 
took over the mine and at last 
reports the police were still held 
underground. Elsewhere, how- 
ever, the coal strike was waning.

DUBLIN, Nov. 13 (UP)—Eire 
will cut its last formal tie with 
the British crown and will have 
“complete independence” before 
Christmas, Prime Minister John 
A. Costello predicted today.

SCIENCE REACHES 
THE COLDEST COLD 
EVER ATTAINED 


COLUMBUS, O., Nov. 13 (AP)— 
It was nearly 459 degrees below 
zero at one spot in Columbus this 
week. 

That’s the coldest it’s ever been 
in the United States. It was a 
scientific achievement in a labora- 
tory at Ohio Staté University. 

Dr. Harald H. Nielsen, chair- 


man of the department of physics | - 


and astronomy, snnounced today 
four department staff members 
succeeded in recording tempera- 
tures as low as five one-hun- 
dredths of a degree above abso- 
lute zero. 

Absolute zero, which scientists 
gay is unattainable, is 459.6 degrees 
below zero on the fahrenheit 


scale. 
Previously, temperatures in the 


‘region of nine one-hundredths of 


a degree above absolute zero had 

been recorded in California. 
Ohio State scientists worked 

with a magnetic cooling device. 


It is called a cryomagnetic gen- | 


erator. Temperatures were calcu- 
lated from variations in an elec- 
trical circuit. Ordinary thermo- 
meters will not function at such 
extreme temperatures. 

The cooling system had been 
devised some time ago, Dr. Neil- 
sen said. It was operated by 
Prof. John G. Daunt, a native of 
England, and Prof. Maurice C. 
Desirant, a Belgian.

At least four aspects of the left- 
vs.-right. warfare may be taken} 
before the CIO executive board.

The four issues are as follows: | 

1. The issue of the New York 
City CIO Council. This outfit,. | 
a left-wing organization, has | 
been formally accused of depart- | 
ing from CIO policies.

4. The Southern organization 
-drive. Some CIO officers are 
saying that some left-wing un- 
ions greatly reduced their fi- 
nancial support of the Southern 
drive in order to put More 
money into Henry Wallace’s 
campaign. These officers will 
demand that all unions contrib- 
ute adequately to organizing in 
Dixie. 

Third-Party Idea Dead. | 

Politics is a subject that is sure 
to be discussed at the convention 
with a great deal of delight and.

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To Build Big East Africa’ Arsenal 


$cLane Highway Being Made From Mombasa 
to’ MacKinnon Road —:British Officers 


Complain Over Lack of Facilities.

MAC KINNON ROAD, Kenya— 
The British Army is clearing 150 
‘Zniles of virgin bush country here 
to make room for an arsenal de- 
signed to insure the defense of 
all East Africa. 

.The arsenal, whose construction 
began a year ago, will be ready 
for use early in 1950. 

A modern three-lane asphalt 
highway is being built ‘to con- 
mect MacKinnon Road, which is 
100 miles inland, with the port of 
Mombasa on the Indian Ocean. 
Eventually the new highway will 
be extended another 250 miles in- 
land to Nairobi. 

The existing dirt highway has 
been ruined bythe convoys of 
20-ton Americaiu war surplus 
Army trucks which have been 
_ hauling equipment up from Mom- 
basa at the rate of 2000 tons a 
day. 

The Kenya-Uganda railway, 
which also passes through Mac- 
Kinnon Road, is a narrow-gauge, 
single-track affair, incapable of 
serving military and civilian needs 
at the same time. 

MacKinnon Road is named 
after Sir William MacKinnon, the 
founder of the former Imperial 
British East Africa Co., through 
whose agency Kenya was incor- 
porated into the British Common- 
Wealth in 1895. 

10,000 Native Workers. 

Its arsenal is being built by 
10,000 native black laborers, mili- 
tary and civilian, under the super- 
vision of 2500 officers and men of 
the King’s African Rifles. 

Skilled civilian workers em- 
loyed on the project include 500 
talians and 200 mulattoes from 
the British islands of Seychelles 
and Mauritius in the Indian 
Ocean:

Refuses to Testify Before 
Grand Jury Which Indicted) 
Him on Fraud Charges— 


“Kickback” Is Alleged.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 13. 
A tivities, J. Parnell Thomas of New 
Jersey had been called everything from a 
gallant white knight lancing at slippery 
Reds to a false prophet undermining the 
basic fabric of a free democ Today 
some of his critics are saying that they 
may have misjudged him. The stocky, 
choleric committee chairman, they contend, 
has emerged at last as a veritable shrinking 
violet. 

The jubilant referenee, of course, is to 
Thomas’s blunt refusal to testify before a 
federal grand jury which later indicted 
him on charges of conspiring to defraud 
the Government through salary “‘kickbacks”’ 
and dummy employes. 

Thomas has not been convicted of 
‘“‘erand larceny” and must be presumed to 
be innocent until proven guilty. But it 
was at least grand irony to the country- 
at-large that this self-styled apostle. of 
“true Americanism,” who had so in- 
dignantly castigated committee witnesses 
for refusing to state their political beliefs, 
himself clutched at the constitutional 
sanctuary of refusing to testify on the 
grounds that to do so might tend to de- 
grade or incriminate him. 


Why, then, was the nattily-dressed chair- 
man wreathed in smiles when. the news 
photographers caught him en route to the 
grand jury room? Even Thomas’s worst 
enemies credit him with a canny brain and 
a shrewd skill in manipulating events, and 
they thought they saw a clue to his cocki- 
ness in the sequence of events leading to his 
indictment. 


Before His Election 
Thomas Asked to Testify. 


For the chairman, with an eye on the 
Nov. .2 elections, had excoriated the Attorney 
General’s office for launching the investiga- 
tion, had charged a deliberate “‘smear’’ and 
had demanded in intemperate language that 
he be given a chance to testify before the 
grand jury took any action. He thus in- 
sisted on “rights’’ which he had often de- 
nied others whose reputations were im- 
pugned by the committee. 


The grand jury obligingly invited Thomas 
to appear and agreed further to his stipula- 
tion that the appearance be held off until 
after the election. Whether Thomas had 
ever really intended to “talk” before the 
jury will never be known. But what. is 
known is that as a result of the postpone- 
ment, the voters in the chairman’s Seventh 
New Jersey District went to the polls Nov, 
2 without the advantage of knowing just 
what he intended to do in his grand jury 
appearance. He was easily re-elected. Once 
this was out of the way, the chairman HNas- 
tened to Washington to refuse to testify— 
smiling broadly and seemingly well pleased 
with himself. As a continuing member of 
Congress, his official position may well help 
him fight the charges when the trial is 
held early next year. 


Who is this stocky, red-faced man who 
set himself up as a judge of “100 per 
cent Americanism?” 

What were his qualifications to head a 
committee that could and did break reputa- 
tions up and dow. the land with: reckless 
abandon? What were his experiences, his be- 
liefs, the hard convictions that, up to his in- 
dictment, made him the most feared man in 
Washington? For while Thomas as an in- 
dividual may be unimportant, the impact 
of his prototype on public life, from the 
vantage point of great, terrorizing power, is 
of vital significance. 


His Office Decorated 
With Flag and a Slogan. 


At the outset it should be noted that 
Thomas prides hifmself on his super-patriot- 
ism and his pioneer antecedents. In his pri- 
vate office on the second floor of the House 
Office Building there hangs a picture of the 
American flag, with the words: “These col- 
ors do not run.’ Also prominently dis- 
played is a framed copy of the Washington 
Times-Herald, an arch-conservative newspa- 
per, with the headline: 
on Japan.” 

There is, however, nothing pictorial to 
show that Thomas, before the war, voted 
against fortifying Guam and against lift- 
ing the arms embargo. That was in 1939 
when war was imminent; two years earlier 
he had called for the Pan- 
ama Canal defenses and for a ban on sale 
of ships to Japan. — 

His chief hobbies, he has told interview- 


ers, are collecting “Americana and United 


States stamps.” He is quick to claim that 


on his mother’s side he is descended from 


Nathanael Greéne, the Revolutionary -Gen- 
eral, and Noah Webster, the lexicographer.

“Your 
petitioner also believes that he can get rec- 
ognition and business under the name of 
Thomas that he could not get under the 
name of Feeney,” the petition also set forth 
with candor. ° 

Thomas changed,other things, too. Bap- 
tized and reared in early life as a Roman 
Catholic, he now attends the Baptist Church 
at his home in Allendale, N. J., has told 
biographical interviewers that he is ‘“Pro- 
testant Episcopal,’”’ and has joined the Ma- 
sons. 


In 1920, while living with relatives in 
Mount Vernon in Westchester county, New 
York, Thomas met and married Amelia Wil- 
son Stiles, one of three daughters of Mark 
D. Stiles, the president of the Mount Ver- 


there. After their honeymoon they settled 
down in their present home, a three-story, 
15-room white structure in Allendale, with 
Thomas’s mother and his sister, Eileen. 
Later that year Thomas left Kountze Broth- 
ers for a more promising job with the New 
York branch of Paine, Webber & Co., a Bos- 
ton investment house. He was a first-rate 
bond salesman, a good executive and a good 
mixer. He commuted daily from New Jersey. 


In 1925 he entered local politics as a Re- 
publican in Allendale, became borough 
councilman, Mayor of Allendale, and by 
1935, a State Legislator. Thomas’s fiery 
temper made. him bitter enemies, as well as 
supporters, from the start. His regime as 
Mayor was tempestuous; in 1940 L. A. 
Keidel, then Mayor, wrote in the Bergen 
(County) Evening Record this proposal for 
Thomas’s epitaph: 


“That we may be spared any more of 
‘that man’s propensity to live by his wits 
at our expense, I propose a tablet of 
ample dimensions set up where we will 
always fall over it—‘J. Parnell Thomas, 
our evil spirit.’ " 


Nor was his tenure in the- Legislature 
placid. By this time Thomas was feeling his 
power as a member of the Bergen County 
Republican Committee. He disagreed so 
furiously with the sales tax theories of then 
Gov. Harold G. Hoffman that he sought the 
latter’s impeachment. 


It was also while Thomas was in the New 
Jersey Assembly that an incident occurred 
which, according to the story he later told 
Willard Edwards of the Chicago Tribune 
staff, comprised a turning point in his life. 
This also elated to Gov. Hoffman’s proposed 
sales tax, which was designed to raise funds 
for unemployment relief.

T no time in the history of Chinese-

All along the line the weakened dikes of 
Chinese Nationalist resistance are crumbling 
under the Communist flood. Few doubt 
that the momentum of the present Com- 
munist offensive will be halted until at 
least two and perhaps. more of the largest 
cities of China are in Communist hands. If 


by that time the Communists have not forced 


the Nanking Government .to come to terms, 
they will be able at least to set up a rival 
coalition government with a strong claim to 
international recognition.

His First Experience 
Investigating Communism. 


In- describing this episode, Thomas told 
news men he “began a quiet”’ investigation, 
learned one of the leaders had been a Com- 
munist party candidate for Governor in 
Ohio, and forthwith called on the Governor 
to throw out the sitdowners as revolters 
against the United States Government, ‘‘or,” 
Thomas added with overpowering sarcasm, 
“if they are to be treated as guests of the 
state, let’s do the job properly. Feed them 
caviar. Feed them chocolate eclairs.” 

Thomas’s crusade against Communism, 
the Tribune writer said, “dated from the 
day he saw the yelling mob pour into the 
legislative chamber ...”’ and Thomas was 
soon given a chance to place the crusade on 
a ngtional scale. In May 1936, Randolph 
Perkins, Republican :‘Representative from 
New Jersey’s Seventh Congressional District, 
died, and Thomas took over his seat. Three 
years after his election to the House, he or- 
ganized the insurance firm of Thomas & 
Godfrey. 

One of the first bills the freshman Re- 
publican Representative proposed was a 
measure calling for public hangings of kid- 
napers. His mind, however, obviously was 


/on Communism, tor within a few weeks he 


charged on the House floor that Represent- 
ative Samuel Dickstein of New York ~ had 
many Communists in his district. When 
the House Committee on Un-American Ac- 
tivities was organized in 1938 under Martin 
Dies (Dem.) of Texas, Thomas sought and 
obtained appointment to the group. 


Apparently from his first days on the 
committee, Thomas appreciated the Con- 
gressional immunity granted committees 
and its members in making accusations 
without subjecting themselves to law- 
suits. One of his first acts was to de- 
mand an investigation of 278 “press 
agents” on the Government payroll. One : 
year later he announced that the commit- 
tee would prove a definite link between 
Communism and the New Deal. In 1941 
he asserted that the armed forces were 
honeycombed with saboteurs, but supplied 
no evidence. In 1942, he charged Govern- 
ment officials with hiring *‘playgirl” sec- 

_retaries, but never proved it.. He also 
sought the impeachment of Secretary of 
Labor . Frances Perkins on the ground 
that she had not deported Harry Bridges, 
West Coast labor leader. 

On other domestic Issues he was active, 
too. “The New Republic” in 1942 pub- 
lished an unflattering profile of Thomas,

“willful and malicious” errors. 
Most of these were of the split-hair variety, 
as the Times profiler pointed out. 


The excitable committee chairman was 
in poor position to cry “smear,” for he con- 
stantly denounced liberals who leveled the 
same accusation against him.# When the 
Republican Congressional sweep of 1946 
catapulted him to the committee chairman- 
ship, the committee room soon became a 
combination carnival, three-ring cifcus and 
Hollywood premiere, with the chairman 
bathing luxuriously in sensational publicity. 

His conduct of the committee’s inquiry 
into alleged Hollywood Communists, into 
Washington ‘“‘spy rings’’ and other ‘“sub- 
versives” his slurs against atomic scien- 
tists and academicians, are too well known 
to bear repeating. Time and again the 
committee promised electrifying disclosures 
which simply were not forthcoming after 
papers like the» Washington Times-Herald 
had shocked the public with banner-head 
promises. he 


More than one. distinguished columnist 
attending the “‘Red hearings’ came away 
nauseated at the scene, which they likened 
to a prewar gestapo star-chamber proceed- 
ing. Thomas, at such hearings, frequently 
erupted at the tactics of a ‘defendant,’ 
and ordered guards to “take him away,” 
with imperial fury. 


All this was yesterday, the postwar 
era of hysteria that may well go ddwn 
in the history books as a kind of “reign 
of terror’ — not a terror inflicted upon 
Communists, who thrive and capitalize on 
persecution, but en attempted intimida- 
tion of all progressive-minded and free- 
dom-loving individuals. For by his own 
definition, Thomas has described true 
“Americanism” as ‘‘conservative,” and 
his record reveals thet he has always 
been deeply suspicious of liberalism. 


Today those same liberal forces have 
swept to ,victory at the polls renewing the 
contract of a President who had castigated 
Thomas’s hearings es a “red herring” de- 
signed to divert the public’s attention from 
the failure of the Eightieth Congress to do 
anything progressive. Two of the five Re- 
publican members of the committee, John 
McDowell of Pennsylvania and Richard B. 
Vail of Illinois, were repudiated by the 
voters in the election. A move is afoot on 
Capitol Hill to abolish the committee alto- 
gether; if it survives, it will be reorganized 
by the Democratic majority. 


And John Parnell Thomas, the super- 
duper patriot,. will go on trial on charges 
of fraud — along with his former secretary, 
Helen Campbell — about the time the new 
Congress is reorganizing. Thomas, who be- 
longs to a gun club and delights in target- 
practice, has had his day of hunting ideas.

1944, baffled his critics by appointing Maur- 
ice Thorez, the Communist leader, as his 
Minister of State, and making his first of- 
ficial foreign visit to Moscow. . 

Circumstances have changed, and France 
today, divided and feeble, can in the Gaul- 
list view be united, armed and equipped 
(with the U.S.A, supplying the arms and 
equipment), and resume her dominant influ- 
ence in Europe, only as the initiator of a 
specifically anti-Soviet Western Union. 

What the rest of the democratic world 
wants to know, however, is the answer to 
two questions: Will, de Gaulle come to 
power? Is France going Fascist? 

The prospects of Gen. de Gaulle’s com- 
ing to power are probably greater now 
than at any time since his resignation two 
and a half years ago. 

His chances improve in exact proportion 
to the decline in authority, dignity and effi- 
ciency of the present regime. If the decline 
persists, de Gaulle will undoubtedly take 
over, unless by that time the Cominform is 
able to provide material aid to the French 
Communists. In any case it is clear that 
the French people, if they were to be faced 
with a choice between de Gaulle and Com- 


stantial majority, although by no means 
unanimously. 

There are many reasons for thinking 
that de Gaulle’s chances of gaining power 
will continue to improve. The present 
political strikes, the sporadic street fight- 
ing, and the conflicts between the ruling 
parties all help him; above all, the infla- 
tionary current is washing away the 
position of the center parties. French 
uneasiness and discontent are symbolized 
in last Sunday’s election, which gave the 
de Gaulle forces nearly 40 per cent of the 
seats in the upper house of the National 
Assembly. 

The Gaullist political doctrine is not 
overtly dictatorial in the least: De Gaulle 
proposes, first, that the President of the 
Republic shall exercise the functions of a 
Prime Minister, choosing his own Cabinet 
and appealing to the electorate when he 
clashes with Parliament; and, secondly, that 
a majority ballot should replace the present 
ineffectual proportional representation. Many 
non-Gaullists believe that these reforms are 
essential to French recovery.

Today 
Gaullism means an attempt to galvanize France and thus to lead Europe; its 


method is to rekindle the flame of ‘‘Resistance,’’ although the force to be re- 


To a man like de Gaulle and to his bril- ficial Gaullist external policy—a federal sys- 


tem of government for the French Empire, 

and a united Western Europe with executive 

authority overriding national sovereignties. 

Unfortunately there are reasons to 

doubt the spirit in which Gaullist theory 

would be put into practice. The first rea- 

son lies in the General’s own character: 

whatever he believes or professes, it is 

‘hard to avoid the impression that de 

Gaulle is one of nature’s autocrats. His 

upbringing in a Jésnit college and a mili- 

tary academy imbued him with a sense of 

hierarchy and a tendency to confuse Dp- 

position and insybordination. 

He is an austere puritan of conservative 
family background, tinged with royalism. 
At the age of 58 years, he is not likely to 
change. He has few if any personal friends 
and often prefers solitude. At his country 
home at Colombey-les-Deux-Eglises, de 
Gaulle often sits alone and in silence, hour 
on end. 

But even supposing his character were 
different, the circumstances of his attempt 
might close the door to moderation. Even 
his followers forecast a general strike if he 
returns to power. His declared aim of smash- 
ing*the Communists implies at least control 
of the press, of public and private meet- 
ings, and of trade union action. It means the 
infraction of those freedoms which are con- 
sidered essential attributes of all but the 
new “‘democracies’’ of eastern Europe. 


“Provisional Dictatorship” 
Discussed by Some Gaullists. 


The Gaullist socia) program, while justify- 
ing. the repression of “‘recalcitrant’’ indus- 
trial workers as dupes of the “separatists,” 
proposes te conciliate the farmers and 
money-lending classes, and to restore confi- 
dence by reducing taxation. It is arguable 
that’ this policy, by unfreezing hoarded 
money and increasing business activity, 
might ultimately raise the workers’ own 
standard of living. But the Gaullists them- 
selves foresee a dangerous interim period 
during which a provisional dictatorship 
might have to be imposed. If that were 
once established, it would be a rare phe- 
nomenon if absolute power were given up. 

The General’s method of achieving his 
conception of a Western Union would be to 
constitute a central executive with’ overrid- 
ing military and economic powers, a single 
Parliament and a single President. The 
Gaullists assert that they would -welcome 
the participation of all Western Europe, but 
argue thut neither the British Isles nor the 
countries of Benelux and Scandinavia, cguid 
be induced to abandon national sovereignty. 

Privately, the Gaullists are understood 

to base their real hopes on the revolution- 
ary proposal of a Franco-German axis, 
German numerical superiority could be 
doubly offset, first by Germany being rep- 
resented in Western Union only by her 
separate provinces, not as a unity, and, 
secondly, by the adherence in some form 
of France’s two neighbors — Italy and 
Spain — thus giving a Latin preponder- 
ance. Such a union would respect and 
emphasize British’ political and geographic 
insularity; it would offer Britain protec- 
tion against Communism, in return for 
military and material support exacted on 
the Latin-Germanic union’s own terms. 

Whether we like it or not, the Gaullists 
are certainly right in considering that the 
present state of repressed civil war in France 
cannot continue indefinitely. 

Moreover, they are right in denouncing 
as blackmail the French Communists’ tac- 
tics, which result in a minority of the 
community taking its orders from the other 
side of Europe, and neutralizing every move 
which the majority may want to make — 
whether economic, military or political—by 
the strength of their control of ney trade 
union positions.

It is the tragic measure of the failure of the 
Russian experiment in Marxism that what began 
as a liberating force has been hammered into a 
rigid intellectual and social orthodoxy. The 


heretics have become the. Inquisitors. 


“It would be fatal if democracy were ever to 
be thus perverted, no mattér in what name. And 
it is a reassurance of its continuing vigor that 
Tillich and. another intellectual refugee from 
Nazi Germany, Dr. Waldemar Gurian of Notre 
Dame, recently ran the risks of being misunder- 
stood for the sake of marking the centenary of 
the Manifesto. They feel that it. is too big a 
landmark in Western thought to be ignored even 
in a spell of rather unphilosophical weather. 

The most cursory review of Marxism shows 
up its weaknesses. Marx was a good observer, 
but when he insisted on becoming a prophet he 
lost his way in the bogs of dogma and the forests 


‘of doctrine. What Lenin and Stalin added to his 


writings has made them less, rather than more 
applicable to modern conditions. For all its dou- 
ble-talk about democracy, the Red revolution 
has been a backward step toward absolutism 
and away from that free thought of which Marx 
was a represerttative. 

Having early discovered some of the weak- 
nesses of capitalism—and what system is with- 
out weaknesses?—he plotted them far ahead. 
Capitalism bore within itself the seeds of its 
destruction, he contended. «He did not allow 
that it might have the strength to overcome its 
worst shortcomings. : 

To Marx, the “class struggle” became inevi- 
table. Capital would be more and more closely 
hejd, he predicted. More than nine-tenths of all 
men were doomed to slide into an impoverished 
proletariat. “The laborer lives merely to in- 
crease capital,” he said, “and is allowed to live 
only in so far as the interest of the ruling class 
requires it.” 

The hope of this proletariat would be in the 
seizure of political power and the abolition of 
private property. Since, according to Marxian 
theorizing, labor alone creates value, this would 
be less a matter of expropriation than an escape 
from , exploitation. 

But things did not work out that way, either 
in the non-Marxist countries or in the Soviet 
Russia of the last 30 years. Marx’s value theory 
quickly was shown to be a statement of his 
notion of what value ought to be, rather than of 
what it really is. Capitalism and democracy 
were able to raise living standards sensationally, 
instead of dooming millions to ever and ever 
more abject poverty. 

The effort to stick to discredited theories 
drives the Russian rulers deeper and deeper into 
tyranny. Marx said that “the free development 
of each is the condition for the free develop- 


*ment of all,” but obsessed with its bad eco- 
nomics, the Reds have turned on the real human - 


values in Marxism. 

What still remains most impressive in the 
Communist Manifesto is what Dr. Tillich calls 
its “tremendous moral passion,” and what Dr. 
Gurian praises as “secularized, thoroughly 
worldly religion, anxious to replace individual 
self-interest by a correctly calculated, organized 


' collective interest.” 


Marx, however, had no monopoly on ideals, 
on the sense of moral obligation, or on the ap- 
preciation of co-operative effort. Men like 
Thomas Jefferson were able to bring great 
force to these ideas from nationalistic sources. 
Others found vitalizing inspiration through re- 
ligion. For still others, enlightened self-interest 
was a sufficiently dynamic motivation. Marx 
had contempt for all such: 

A part of the bourgeoisie is desirous of 
redressing social grievances in order to se- 
cure the continued existence of bourgeois 
society. To this section belong economists, 
philanthropists, humanitarians, improvers of 
the condition of the working class, organiz- 
ers of charity, members of societies for the 
prevention of cruelty to animals, temper- 
ance fanatics, hole-and-corner reformers of 


every kind. 
This is supposed to be satire, but Marx is 


right about what modern democrats want. They 
want evolution, not revolution. They have faith 
in both the productive capacity of modern in- 
dustrialism and in the distributive justice pos- 
sible in a free society.

These walkouts have af- 
fected a major part of American shipping, and 
it is possible the paralysis may become nearly 
complete if the Gulf Coast is closed down. 

Union Leader Ryan .has shown comprehension 
of what the situation is when he said that the 
need for calling the strike was “a national calame 
ity.” Actually, it is an international calamity, 
since both Europe and the Orient are desperate- 
ly in need of the life-giving cargoes now he- 
calmed in American waters. | 

We don’t pretend to know whether the merits 
of the dispute lie with the workers or with the 
shipping companies, but it is plain that here is 
one of those labor-management feuds so deeply 
involved with public interest that it should yield 
to mediation, conciliation or arbitration. 

Mr. Truman, we hope, will interrupt his honey- 
moon to see that it does. Here is his chance to 
test the quality of his great victory at the polls 
by asking his labor followers, both on East and 
West coasts, to go back to work, in the national 
and international interest, pending the process 
of arriving at a fair settlement. Mr, Truman 
has made large promises to labor, and it played 
an important part in his election. For that rea- 
son, it would be reassuring to the country if the 
President, at this precise point, would demon- 
strate that he intends to dea) forthrightly with 
industrial disputes of such paralyzing impact as 
the shipping strikes.

Visas Down 

A good will gesture of a tangible kind has 
been made by Britain and the United States in 
relaxing visa requirements. This will help to 
keep Britons in America, and Americans in 
Briton, in a happier frame of mind toward their 
hosts, by removing one of the numerous yards 
of official red tape. 

Britain has gone the United States one better 
by removing not only the $2 charge for the visa

Since the outlay of $2 can hardly mean as 
much to the visitor as the time and trouble of 
the trip to the consul’s office, the United States 
ought to amend its law so as to eliminate this 
requirement also, and thus make its reciprocity 
completely reciprocal.

American support for this idea has given the 
Russian delegate, Jacob Malik, another chance 
to make diplomatic capital.. He was quick to 
point out that the UN representatives in Pales- 
tine are in no position to enforee demilitariza- 
tion. Therefore it would simply mean volun- 
tary Jewish abandonment of the area just wrest- 
ed from the Egyptians who had no business be- 
ing there in the first place. . 

The original partition plan, accepted by Israel 
in good faith, gave the Negeb to the Jews. The 
Bernadotte plan attempted to change this, but 
it was never officially accepted. It has no real 


‘ standing. The Jews are where they are by right 


as well as by strength of atms. 


The effort to get them out makes sense only 
in so far as the British are trying to support an 
Egyptian Government which has been seriously 
weakened by its misguided misadventure in 
Palestine. Why dd not the British state their 
reason openly instead of inducing UN commit- 
tees and subcommittees to come forth with more 
and more humbug? It ig too bad also that Dr. 
Ralph Bunche, Bernadotte’s successor as media- 
tor, seems to be lending himself to the same pro- 
Arab tactics, ; 

They are out of line with the facts. As Gen. 
William E, Riley told the Arabs, they have 
lost the fight, The best thing they can now do is 
sign an armistice. The gentlemen in Paris ought 
to send Gen. Riley to Palestine to help in the 
negotiation of a peace, not a truce. Then they 
ought to wipe the matter off their agenda. 

Israel is on the.map to stay. Attempts to 
weaken its position and to uphold the lost cause 
of the Arabs—which never was a good one—can

The argument for a third party always 


runs something like this: “Neither the Re-- 


publicans nor the Democrats have any 


* fundamental principles or ideology. We 
. Ought to herd all the progressives og one 


side of the fence and all the conservatives 
on the other, Then every campaign can 


be fought over clearly-defined. issues.” 


Many third party enthusiasts have been 
able to account for their failure only by 
assuming a rock-headed stupidity among 
the American electorate. Maybe there is 
something wrong with the idea itself. May- 
be it never gets to first base, not becausé 
the American voter is a hopeless dullard, 
but simply because he rejects instinctively 
a notion which doesn’t make sense in terms 
of his ow experience. 


Nation of Frightening Diversity 


Another reason for this misunderstand- 
ing lies in the fact that surprisingly little 
has been written about the rules of Ameri- 
can politics during our generation. In fact, 
the most usefu] discussion which I have 
come across is the work of John C. Cal- 
houn, published nearly a century ago. 

Calhoun saw the United States as a na- 
tion of tremendous and frightening diver- 
sity—-a collection of many different 
climates, races, cultures, religions and eco- 
nomic patterns. He saw the constant ten- 
sion among all these special interests, and 
he realized that the problem was to find 
some way of holding these conflicting 
groups together. | 

It could not be done by force; no one 
group was strong enough to impose its will 
on all the others, The goal could be 
achieved only by compromise—and no real 
compromise could be possible if any threat 
of coercion lurked behind the door, There- 
fore, Calhoun reasoned, every vital deci- 
sion would have to be adopted by a “con- 
current majority”—by which he meant, in 
effect, a unanimous agreement of all in- 
terested parties. : 

Under the goad of the slavery issue, Cal- 
houn was driven to state his doctrine in 
an extreme form. If every sectional inter- 
est had been given the explicit; legal veto 
power which he called for, the Government 
obviously would have been paralyzed. 
(That, in fact, is precisely what seems to 
be happening today in the United Nations.) 

Moreover, government by concurrent ma- 
jority can exist only when no one power is 
strong enough to dominate completely, and 
then only when all of the contending in- 
terest groups recognize and abide by cer- 
tain rules of the game. | 


Rule No, 1: Compromise 


Under these rules, every group must 
make every conceivable effort to compro- 
mise, relying on its veto only as a last 
resort. For if any player wields this 
weapon recklessly, the game will break up 
—or all the other players will turn on him 
in anger. That was what happened ‘in 
1860, when the followers of Calhoun car- 
ried his doctrine to an extreme, Much the 
same thing, on a less violent scale, hap- 
pened to American business interests in 
1933 and to the labor unions in 1947. 

The way in whith this tradition works 


. €an be observed most easily in Congress. 


Anyone who has ever tried to push through 
a piece of legislation quickly discovers that 
the basic units on Capitol Hill are the so- 
Called blocs. Jt is an unwritten but firm 
rule. that no important bloc shall ever “be 
—on any matter which touches its own 


i # 


vital interests. No bloc wants to exercise 
its veto power except when it is absolutely 
forced to, for this is a negative power, and 
always subject to retaliation. Positive 
power to influence legislation, on the other 
hand, can be gained only by conciliation, 
compromise and endless horse-trading, 

Calhoun’s principles operate just as pow- 
erfully in every other American political 
institution. Our Cabinet, for example, is 
the only one in the world where the mem- 
bers are charged by law with the represen- 
tation of special interests, 

Calhoun’s laws govern the selection of 
virtually every candidate for public office. 
The mystery of “eligibility” which has 
eluded most foreign observers simply 
means that a candidate must not be un- 
acceptable to any important group. 

The stronghold of Calhoun’s doctrine, 
however, is the American party. The pur- 
pose of European parties is to divide men 
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John C. Calhoun 


of different ideologies into disciplined or- 
ganizations. The role of the American 
party is not to divide but to unite. 

Indeed, on the one occasion where we 
did develop two ideological parties, squarely 
opposing each other on an issue of prin- 
etple, the result was civil war. Although 
Calhoun’s cause was defeated, his political 
theory came through the Civil War 
stronger than ever. 

The result is that the American party has 
no permanent program and no fixed aim, 
except to win elections, Its one purpose is 
to unite the largest possible number of 
divergent interest groups in the pursuit of 
power. Its unity is one of compromise, not 
of dogma, It must—if it hopes to succeed 
~—appeal to considerable numbers on both 
the left ahd the right, to rich and poor, 
Protestant and Catholic, farmer and indus- 
trial worker, native and foreign born. 


The weaknesses. of the system are ob- 
vious. First, the doctrine of the concurrent 
majority is a negative one. A strong gov- 
ernment, capable of rapid and decisive ac- 
tion, is difficult to achieve under @ system 
which forbids it to do anything until vir- 
tually everybody acquiesces, 

This same characteristic gives undue 
weight to the smal} but well-organized pres- 


sure group—especially when it is fighting 
against something. Hence a few power 


companies were able to block for 20 years 
the sensible use of the Muscle Shoals dam 
which became the nucleus of TVA, 

The negative character of our political 


rules also makes it uncommonly difficult to 
choose a President. Many of our outstand- 


\

ing political operatiyes—notably those who 
serve in the Senate—are virtually barred 
from a presidential nomination because 
they are forced to get on record on too 
many issues, Inevitably they offend some 
tmportant interest group, and therefore be- 
¢eome “unavailable.” 

An even more serious flaw in our scheme 
is the difficulty in finding anybody to 
speak for the country as a whole. We tend 
to settle sectiona] and class conflicts at the 
expense of the nation as a whole. 


Unity Through Strong Presidents 


Over the generations we have developed 
practices and institutions which partly 
remedy these weaknesses. As the only man 
elected by all the people, the President in- 
evitably has had to take over many of the 
policy-making and leadership functions 
originally assigned to the legislators, 


Today this conflict is one of the most im- 
portant obligations of the presidency. No 
really strong executive tries to avoid it~ 
he accepts it as an essential part of his job, 
If‘he simply tries to placate the pressure 
groups which speak through Congress, his- 
tory writes him down as a failure. For it is 
his duty to enlist the support of many 
minorities for measures beyond their own 
immediate concern—and, if necessary, to 
stand up against the ravening minorities 
for the interest of the whole, 


Because we have been ao preoccupied. 
with trying to patch up the flaws in our 
system, we have often overlooked its unique 
elements of strength. The chief of these is 
its ability to minimize conflict—not by sup- 
pressing the conflicting forces, but by ab- 
sorbing and utilizing them, The result is a 
society which is both free and reasonably 
stable—a government which is as strong 
and effective as most dictatorships, but 
which can still adapt itself to social change. 

This American tendency to push extrem- 
ists of both the left and right toward a mid- 
dle position has enabled us, so far, to es- 
cape class warfare, This is no small 
achievement for any political system; for 
class warfare cannot be tolerated by a mod- 
ern industrial society. If it seriously threat- 
ens, it is bound to be suppressed by some 
form of totalitarianism. 

In fact, suppression might be termed the 
normal method of settling conflicts in con- 
tinental Europe, where parties traditionally 
have been drawn up along ideological} battle 
lines. If the sacred ideology is to be estab- 
lished beyond challenge, it becomes a duty 
not only to defeat the enemy at the polis, 
but to wipe him out. 

Liberty Has an Open Mind 

Politics thus becomes merely a prelude to 
civil war—and all too often the prelude is 
short, In Italy the Partisan brigades are 
drilling today on the same parade grounds 
where Mussolini's Blackshirts once trained. 
In France Communists and Gaullists are re- 
ported to be squirreling away Bren guns 
against the day when each expects to “save 
the Republic” from the other. 


The uncompromising ideologist, of what- 
ever faith, appears in our eyes peculiarly 
“un-American,” simply because he cannot 
recognize the rule of the concurrent ma- 
jority, nor can he accept the rules of mu- 
tual toleration which are necessary to make 
it work, Unless he forsakes his ideology, 
he cannot even understand that basic prin- 
ciple of American politics which was per- 
haps best expressed by Judge Learned 
Hand: “The spirit of liberty is the spirit 
which is not too sure that it is right.”

Rumors of Graft. 

Finding out the truth about 
salvage means dog-trotting over 
acres of muddy military dumps, 
in flapping ghost camps on hot 
remote eane, aaae loose rumors 
of graft and pillage. 

The truth is that 1,000,000,000 
bulk tons of the world’s greatest 
sea offensive are in China’s hands 
now with about 200,000 bulk tons 
still ticketed in the isJands wait- 
ing for China to collect them by 
next April. 

And the entire operation has 
been marked, partly unavoidably, 
by waste, delay, lack of political 
planning, and the aimless foggy 
results characteristic of American 
policy in the Pacific. 

Army and Navy officers have 
sometimes declared postwar svp- 
plies surplus and available to 
China, confident that they will be 
replaced from the American Cor- 
nucopia, 

The only one who can possibly 
be unhappy about this operation 
is the taxpayer who paid for it. 

China got second chance at the 
gigantic masses of new and sec- 
ond-hand materials in Micronesia. 
First opportunity went to the 
army of American buyers who 
swarmed to the Pacific at the 
government’s invitation in 1946. 
But quick as this group was, the 
Congressional body of manufac- 
turers and some labor groups were 
still quicker to limit their buying. 
Steps were taken to avoid “flood- 
ing the country with salvage” and 
“depressing prices.” 

Barred to U.S. Buyers. 

The mystery of why American 
prices remain high today is partly 
understood when it is seen that all 
electrical equipment was barred, 
including every kind of motor and 
generator, to United States buyers. 

None of the refrigerators rest- 
ing on Pacific docks can be re- 
turned, nor the pumps, presses, 
sawmills or tractors. Last week 
I saw a new motor lathe, perfect- 
ly preserved in hag on the 
dock at. Saipan going to China at 
22 per cent of what it cost the 
taxpayer, not including shipment 
here. 

Work clothing—high priced in 
the United States—is barred, 
gloves and even pillowcases. 
X-ray machines are condemned to 
remain rotting in the islands or 
be buried in China’s unsorted aores 
of waste. Not even dental equip- 
ment can be returned to the United 


States under this incredible Ameri- |

Chicago were able to buy con- 
struction machinery from China 
at around 50 to 60 cents on the 
dollar, Without even touching the 
machinery, China made money 
above its 22-cent cost by merely 
a book operation. 4 

With most salvage already gone 
to China, American restrictions 
have been lifted on telephone 
equipment, wire and cable, and 
certain kinds of pipe. But out 
jin these islands where Washing- 
ton ig god, it is hard to guess 
how high an article must .climb 
in the United States before its 
first wartime owner, the consumer- 
taxpayer, can legally buy back 
‘his own property through the 
profit-taking lters of the Chinese 
Government, American wholesaler, 
shipping company, jobber and re- 
taller, 

The salvage experts would not 
be surprised if Washington finally 
unlocked the door tothe Pacific 
for the taxpayers, now that the 
things he wanted are turning to 
rust here, 

Meanwhile, the mountains of 
supplies being dumped in China 
are in danger of feeding the war 
machine of the Chinese Com- 
munists, 

China intends to continue ship- 
ping surplus materials to Shanghai 
and Tsingtao for at least the next 
five months, : 

And Communists have already 
staged raids in the outskirts of 
Shanghai, while in Tsingtao, al- 
ready penetrated by the Chinese 
Red underground, the situation is 
so serious that American women 
and children have been evacuated 
and ammunition is being flown 
in by air’ to the American naval 
garrison, 

In the event of war in the Far 
East, it is not improbable that 
Americans may be killed with 
their own war supplies as they 
were at Pearl Harbor. 

The American intention under 
the salvage agreement was to 
spread the surplus throughout 
China. Instead, it has all piled up 
in these two ports while the safer 
southern ports of Amoy, Swatow 
and Canton have received nothing. 
Little has been moved even to help 
the troops in Manchuria. 

Surplus Sold To Banker. 
Like the materials shipped to 
China under UNRRA—72 per cent 
American paid—the surplus from 
the Pacific islands has come into 
the control of O. K. Yui, head of 
the Central Bank of China. 
China’s Executive Yuan has sold 
the Pacific salvage to Yui’s bank. 
Yui, a former Minister of Finance, 
controls the Island Steamship 
lines of the Yangtze. 

Many of the surpluses being 
shipped to China or sold by China 
back to American firms are sorely 
needed, here on Guam. On the 
docks of Saipan last week, I 
watched the freighter Lakeside 
Victory being loaded with kegs 
of galvanized nails and drums of 
black paint. At the same time, 
a veteran in the housing business 
here was trying vainly to get such 
materials at several times the cost 
to China, 

Canned foods are going to China 
at prices about one-sixth what the 
Pacific islander, earning less than 
a dollar a day, must pay. 

Under the peculiar sales system 
used here, everything except ve- 
hicles and machinery is counted 
by “measured tons.” This funny 
ton has nothing to do with weight 
but is a measure of 40 cubic feet, 
or about as much as the space of 
an upright piano. 

For all food and materials the 
Chinese “pay” only $44 per piano- 
ful, whether they are buying as- 
pirin or paint, toothpaste or new 
‘shoes, blankets or fishhooks. 

Since, canned food is supposed 
to cost $400 per pianoful to the 
United States taxpayer, China gets 
it for $88, including some fine 
1947 canned fruits. Aviation equip- 
ment, including instruments and 
parachutes, cost the taxpayer 
$1500 per pianoful. China gets it 
for $340. 

When selling back to Americans, 
China adds to the price about as 
much as it paid the American 
government. 

Job Is Nearly Done 

The salvage job is 80 per cent 
done, with Ulithi the only island 
of 13 still untapped. Guam still 
has 150,000 tons waiting to go to 
China, and Saipan aaetiter $5,000. 
Tinian, Los Negros, Finschhafen, 
Marcus, and Iwo Jima are done, 
while Peleliu is within 31,000 tons 
of closing. 

One final frony remains: Having 
been barred from the cream of hig 
own surplus in the Pacific, the 
American buyer is now given a 
chance to bid on Japanese salvage. 
A party of hopeful businessmen is 
now forming to purchase what re- 
mains at Truk after the American 
carrier raids of February 1944: 
grounded barges, sunken ship, 
smashed generators, twisted cranes 
and rifles—demilitarized.

They consider this is best 
indicated by the violent opposition 
of the Kremlin and eastern bloc 
inside the United Nations, 

Today, as never before, United 
States aid for Europe is confront- 
ed by an abruptly stepped up cam- 
paign—a particularly vicious cam- 
paign—against the whole ERP 
program. 

American policy-makers fully 
appreciate what Communists and 
Cominform servants are trying to 
do through strikes in the French 
coal ‘mines, through this week's 
filibuster on the Greek question 
in the U.N. General Assembly's 
political committee, and .through 
skillful but entirely brutal per- 
sonal attacks on Secretary of State 
Marshall in the Communist press 
in Europe. 

U.S, Determination Reinforced, 


The Americans, it is authorita- 
tively known, are anything but dis- 
couraged over these accelerated 
Communist attacks. In fact, vio- 
lent opposition has strengthened 
America’s determination to stand 
by its basic positions all along the 
line—ERP, Berlin, Greece and else- 
where. 

The men who determine Ameri- 
can policy see the Soviet attacks 
as defensive gestures stemming 
from desperation, and they are 
handling them as such, 

Russia does not want European 
recovery, in the AMerican evalua- 
tion of the present situation. Its 
aim is to mount a phony “Peace 
offensive” to lull the American 
people and handicap America’s 
high-level policy of standing fast 
against Communist infiltration. 

As for the French internal situ- 
ation, it can be said on excellent 
authority that the American Gov- 
ernment appreciates the great dif- 
ficulties which the French Coali- 
tion Government is facing. 

The Plight of France, 

The French at present are under 
pressure from three forces: Com- 
munist attempts to wreck the 
country’s economy; the Freneh po- 
litical parties’ opposition to the 
Queuille Government, and the sin- 
cere fear of rehabilitation of Ger- 
man industry. 

The Americans, more than the 
British, are likely to listen to 
French protests against building 
up Ruhr industry on behalf of 
the Germans, If compromise is 
possible between the extreme 
points of view of the British and 
French, it is likely to be arranged 
by the Americans. 

Altogether, it is known that 
American leaders are generally 
pleased with the way things are 
going, fer their side, in the East- 
West cold war. !

From the angle of European in- 
terests, nothing better has hap- 
pened since the Labor victory in 
Britain in 1948. The common man 
has made his own decision.

MONG the devoted and hard- 
working staff of the United 
Nations there is increasing 

anxiety to garner what prestige is 

possible out of the Palestine situ- 
ation, It is clear that the issue 
will be settled in accordance with 
existing. military realities. But 

Secretary General Lie, Acting 

Mediator Dr. Ralph Bunche and 

other U.N. officials are desperate- 

ly anxious to have some kind of 
face-saving recognition of United 

Nations authority involved in the 

approaches to a final settlement, 

even though this settlement is in 
fact made by “direct negotiations 
between the parties immediately 
concerned” (as indeed the Berna- 
dotte report recommends) and in 

accordance with cold, hard mili- 

tary facis. 

There is good reason for this 
feeling of anxiety in United Na- 
tions circles—an anxiety which is 
shared by friends and supporters 
of the United Nations in this 
country and elsewhere. 

Prestige Threatened. 

The United Nations—the very 
idea of international authority 
supporting some sort of law and 
order in international disputes— 
is in danger of falling by the way- 
side under the pressure of dis- 
crediting events. 

Defiance of the United Nations, 
its mandates and its agencies, has 
now become almost a common- 
place. 

As this is written, the daily pa- 
pers report, for example, two such 
defiances, Yugoslavia has stated 
flatly that it will not recognize 
the authority of the United Na- 
tions Committee of Investigation 
in the Greek affair, despite the 
fact that an overwhelming major- 
ity of the General Assembly has 
recommended that Yugoslavia, 
Bulgaria and Albania consult with 
Greece regarding the restoration 
of order along the Greek frontier, 
and has found the conduct of the 
first three named powers to be a 
threat to the peace. 

In addition, the Union of South 
Africa tells the Political Commit- 
tee of the General Assembly that 
it has no intention whatever of 
treating Southeast Africa accord- 
ing to the provisions of the Char- 
ter regarding former mandated 
territories, but is proceeding to 
make that region a part of the 
Union of South Africa in the man- 
ner that the Union Government 
thinks fit and proper. 

This is not good for the basic 
idea of international] law and or- 
der, administered through the 
United Nations. It gives the im- 
pression to the world at large 
that nobody need pay any atten- 
tion to what the United Nations 
Says or does. When comparatively 
small nations such as Yugoslavia 
and South Africa can get away 
with this sort of thing, why should 
anyone care what the United Na- 
tions or any of its agencies may 
do or may decree? : 

The fact is that the prestige of 
the United Nations has been rid- 
ing along on its success in making 
the Russians withdraw from Iran 
two years ago, and that it cannot 


There are even those who are be- 
ginning to say that it would be 
better in the end if the United 
Nations did not interfere so much, 
and try to bring about “peaceful” 
settlements. 

Two Failures Cited. 

‘The Israelis say, with some jus- 
tice, that they would have been 
able to settle the question of Pal- 
estine by force long ago, had they 
not been interfered with by two 
United Nations truces. The mill- 
tary facts bear out this conten- 
tion. The Dutch point out that 
they would have been able to re- 
store peace and order in Indo- 
nesia last year if they had not 
been halted at the very point of 
success by United Nations inter- 
ference-—and that in consequence 
Peace ig not yet restored in Indo- 
nesia, to the infinite distress and 
suffering of millions of people. 
This too is borne out by the hard

What Russia Pledged. 

In one ciause, Litvinoff pledged 
as a “fixed policy” of his govern- 
ment; 

“To refrain and restrain all per- 
sons in government service, and 
all organizations of the govern- 
ment, from any act, overt or co- 
vert, liable in any way whatsoever, 
to injure the tranquillity, prosper- 
ity, order or security of the United 
States... and in particular from 
any act tending to incite or en- 
courage armed intervention or 
agitation or propaganda having as 
its aim the violation of the terri- 
torial integrity of the United 
States, or the ore about by 
torce of a change in the political 
or social order of the United 
States.” 

And so, on Nov. 16, President 
Roosevelt handed Litvinoff a let- 
ter in which he had written; “I 
trust that our nations may Cco- 
operate for their mutual benefit 
and for the preservation of the 
peace of the world.” 

Litvinoff replied in kind, 

* The newspaper headlines, seen 
in today’s light, make almost 
tragic reading—“All United States-

cord.” 

On the surface this seemed to be 
so. The United States had broken 
relations with Russia in 1917, 
when the Bolshevists overthrew

' Beds Fomented Strikes. 

Meanwhile, the American Com- 
munist party was fomenting 
strikes, agitating, undermining the 
armed forces and operly proclaim- 
ing—at a rally in New York—the 
imminence of the “American revo- 
lution,” 

But all that was to be ended. 
The United States and the Soviet 
Union had entered into full diplo- 
matic partnership. 

There were a few dissenters to 
the genera! jubilance, 

In West Virginia, Congressman 
Hatfield, a Republican, asserted 
that “in recognizing Russia, we 
are not only recognizing a govern- 
ment that would destroy our re- 
ligion, but what remains of our 
democracy.” 

Representative Fish, a New 
York Republican, called for legis- 
lation to empower the Department 
of Justice to “keep in contact with 
Communist activities in the United 
States” and to permit deportation 
of alien Communists. 

In a different and drier vein, 
Senator Carter Glass remarked: 
“We've gone so far beyond Russia 
that I’m amazed that Russia is 
willing to recognize us.” 

Those were the days of the New 
Deal, and so these statements 
probably lost weight, in the public 
mind,’ by their apparent connec- 
tion with domestic politics.

Why was recognition granted 
against such a background? 

The record. indicates several 
reasons. The depression-bound 
nation needed foreign trade at 
that time. Doubtless too, the 
anomaly of refusing to recognize 
the existence of a government 
that had existed for 16 years in- 
fluenced the White House, 

Pravda, the official newspaper 
of the Communist party, as usual 
was forcibly blunt and wunvar- 
nished in its. explanation: 

“The biggest capitalist rs,” 

it editorialized, “which not long 
ago tried to neglect the workers 
and peasants of this country, and 
moreover attempted to enforce the 
relations with bayonets, failed, 
and were compelled to establish 
normal relations with the Soviet 
Union. 
“It is first our power, economic 
power and political power and 
military power, while our .ountry 
is surrounded by capitalism, Those 
factors have great importance.” 

In other words, while American 
leaders found a motif of “peace” 
in the action, the Russians were 
emphasizing force, bayonets and 
power. Their motif was continued 
struggle. 

e Value of the Pledge. 

In short order the value of Lit- 
vinoff's pledge became apparent. 

The seventh All-World Congress 
of the Communist International 
was held in Moscow in the sum- 
mer of 1935. Representatives of 
the American Communist party at- 
tended. 

They noted successes in gaining 
contro] of American labor unions, 
They listed the strikes that had 
been brought about. They report- 
ed On newspapers, pamphiets and 
the functioning of their propagan- 
da machine in the United States. 

A formal protest came from 
Washington Aug. 25, The note re- 
called the undertaking of the So- 
viet Government to “refrain and 
restrain all persons in Govern- 
ment service” from “agitation or 
propaganda” designed to over- 


‘throw the American Government. 


Moscow’ promptly rejected « the 
protest on the ground the Russian 
GovernMent was not responsible 
for the activities of the Comintern. 
The Soviet note said this huge and 
well-organized body was an agency 
independent of the Soviet Govern- 
ment. 
It was a curious - coincidence, 
therefore, that when American 
Communist leaders went to Mos- 
cow they frequently conferred di- 
rectly with Stalin, reported to him 
and received instructions from 
him. One of them, Ben Gitlow, 
relates in a recent book how he 
broke from the party as such be- 
cause of a disagreement with 
Stalin on policy. 
Fifteen years have passed since 
the day when “all issues” between 
the United States and the Soviet 
Union were ended by recognition, 
Since then, other promises have 
been broken in the view of Ameri- 
can officials—the promises made 
at Tehran, Yalta and Potsdam 
and, more recently, those made in 
Moscow and disavowed in Berlin.

People are 
buying feweer plants for their 
yards, but they are more particu- 
lar. They are definitely interested 
in higher quality materials—choice 
trees and shrubs, and broadleafed 
evergreens. 
“We got our first plants of pieris 
japonica 10. or 12 years ago, and 
this fall we except to sell more 
than 300. Azaleas are being 
planted in quantities. The best 
ones seem to be hinomayo and 
hinodegiri, and for white, ledifolia 
alba. Azaleas are supposed to be 
difficuk, but they do better here 
than is generally believed,” 

Greek and pfitzer junipers and 
various pines and spruces seem to 
be favorite evergreens with §&t. 
Louis gardeners. The yew is en- 
joying growing popularity, how- 
ever, and gales at one nursery have 
increased about 700 per cent in 
recent years. Incidentally, the 
price spread between this aristo- 
crat and other evergreens is de- 


creasing nowadays, for there is 
now only about $2.50 difference 
between the cost of yews and 
pfitzers of comparable size. 

Even though there is new 
interest {n broadleafed evergreens, 
local nurserymen believe that de- 
ciduous shrubs should have a place 
in the planting, too. They recom- 
mend shrubs like forsythia, japan- 
ese quince (cydonia) mockorange 
(philadephus) lilac, and the 
various viburnums for the beauty 
of their -flowers in thé spring. 
Hupericum, which is a wonderful 
shrub in cultivation, is loaded with 
golden blooms in midsummer, 
Viburnums, deciduous holly, and

“People 
want to a plant when it is 
in bloom,” the wife one grow- 
er reported. “Only those who are 
educated about the advantages of 
fall planting come in the autumn. 
People just don’t have the urge 
‘to plant things in the fall, but 
when that old spring weather — 
droves.” 

A second common mistake is 
that the average homeowner does 
not give enough thought to selec- 
tion of plants. People frequently 
come to a nursery with their 
minds made up to buy a particu-: 
lar shrub or tree, even though 
they may not be able to provide 
growing conditions needed by that 
specie. 

Many growers refuse to sel]! in- 
appropriate trees and shrubs. 
They want their plants to sur- 
vive, and won't knowingly allow 
them to be set in unfavorable lo- 
cations. The nurseryman is not 
just a merchant, trying to sell a 
bill of goods. He is a specialist, 
who is glad to help each home- 
owner with individual planting 
problems. 

“Location is the most important 
factor,” this writer was told. 
“There is not a thing in garden- 
ing that you can lay down as an 
absolute rule. We do have a pro- 
cedure, even though it isn’t fool- 
proof—when selecting a plant, 
first of all be sure that it fits the 
location.”

Time is the only test 
which means that any song that survives is necessarily 
good, As I am one of those who thinks “Yankee Doodle,” 
which Dr. Spaeth calls one of the best marching songs 
ever written, is thin, commonplace and uninspiring, I 
am forced to dissent. I suggest that an error of taste, 
like an error of thought, can be ratified by one genera- 
ation and compounded by the next. 
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@ TO PROVE THAT ONE TUNE is better than another— 
or is no good at alj—is just as impossible with old music as 
with new. What can be shown, objectively, however, is that 
many popular songs have survived because of accidental as- 
sociation and because they are handed on from age to age 
by tradition. | 

The “Star Spangled Banner” is good music but is that the 
reason why it’s our national anthem? I think not. It was 
popularized, originally, during a period of stress and patriotic 
excitement and became a symbol... Dr. Spaeth says the tune 
“must have been popular” in America before it was immortal- 
ized by Francis Scott Key. If so its popularity must have 
been confined to people with a certain musical training be- 


cause, as everybody knows, it’s hard to sing. 
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The Italian National Anthem (not “Giovenezza” but -

channels when he was assigned to 
overseas duty. 

When Mrs. Walters joined him 
in Vienna in October, 1946, she 
found 19 of the cases had been 
smashed, he told officers. o< 

“We started importing cigar- 
ettes,” Walters said, ‘and buying 
things from the Austrians. When 
we came home, we just sent boxes 
of our stuff back. We paid ex- 
cess freight charges on 6000 
pounds of goods.” - 
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Y the time the Walters were 
ready to come home, the ser- 
geant had acquired a Fiat 
automobile, the six poodles and 
the five rooms of art objects. In 
addition to “some fabulous rings 
and other pieces of jewelry.” 
Walters, a veteran of 15 years 
in the Army, was discharged at 
Lowry Air Force Base in Denver 
last September and re-enlisted at 
Colorado Springs a few days later. 
He told newsmen he “dabbled 
in real estate” as a sideline while 
stationed at the Pueblo Air Base 
from 1943 until he was sent over- 
seas in 1946. He bought six 
homes which brought him an in- 


come of $800 monthly, he related. 

Walters also said he still owns 
property in. Pueblo as well as 
houses in Colorado Springs “and 
Los Angeles. Chief Bruce said 
Walters and his wife have an 
$8000 bank account in Colorado 
Springs and another account in 
a Pueblo bank. 

Even while Walters and his 
wife were held in El Paso county 
jail for questioning, it was “busi- 
ness as usual” for the sergeant. 
Bruce said permission had been 
granted for a realty company 
salesman to call on the couple in 
jail to close a deal for purchase 
of another house in Colorado 
Springs. 

Lt. Col. Arthur Skarry, judge 
advocate at Camp Carson in Colo- 
rado Springs, was of the opinion 
it may have been quite possible 
Walters acted legally when he 
traded cigarettes on the black 
market, 

“As everybody knows, ciga- 
rettes were one of the main items 
of barter overseas,” declared Skar- 
r;, who served several years with 
the American military government 
in Germany. 

For a time, unlimited quantities

could. be bought from American 
dealers and shipped overseas for 
use by soldiers in the barter mar- 
ket, before importation of ciga- 
rettes was stopped about a year 
ago because “the practice was get- 
ting out of hand.” 


“The men overseas,” Col. Skarry 
added, “were told their shipments 
home had to be limited to $50,000, 
But there appears no legal reason 
why they cannot ship an unlimit- 
ed amount of household goods 
home, so far as I know.” 


Regarding the narcotics officers 
said they found in his home, Wal- 
ters told Bruce the phials of drugs 
were part of a medical kit in- 
herited from his wife’s grand- 
father, an Indiana physician. They 
planned to keep the kit and throw 
the drugs away, he declared. 


About his alleged black market 
deals, Walters said he didn’t see 
what “all the fuss was about.” 


“When we got the cigarettes, we 
either sold them or traded them 
for antiques or jewelry,” he ex- 
plained. “It was easy-enough to 
do. Everyone else was doing it. 
So we did it, too.”

VERYONE at headquarters 

agreed that the Supreme 

Commander himself should 
go into Paris, for psychological 
reasons. The city needed a 
show of strength, of Allied uni- 
ty; collaborationists still were 
active, unconvinced the Occu- 
pation was over, really over. 
He acceded, asking Gen. Brad- 
ley to accompany him and, al- 
ways the SHAEF diplomat, 
messaging Gen. Montgomery to 
ask if he wanted to come along 
to represent Britain. Monty de- 
clined the honor. 

Our convoy started out for 
Paris, the war’s Shangri La, 
early the next morning, a Sun- 
day, August 27. I drove Gen- 
erals Eisenhower and Bradley. 

On the surface, the city 
looked just as it had when I 
left there in August of 1939. 
The tree-lined sidewalks, the 
unbombed houses, the broad 
thoroughfares , all these 
were the same. 

But many a 


street was

blocked by crude barricades, 
where the people of Paris had 
started their own liberation. 
British, French and American 
flags hung from thousands of 
windows, sometimes joined by 
crudely-painted welcoming ban- 
ners. The sidewalks were 
packed with crowds who shout- 
ed and threw kisses at our 
convoy. Some held gifts of 
wine, fruit or flowers. 


General Eisenhower first 
stopped off to see Gen. de 
Gaulle, then Generals Giraud 
and Koenig. Duty calls over, 
he followed his heart to the 
Arc de Triomphe. As I drove. 
up to the circle and the huge 
arch, people began to recog- 
nize him for the first time. 
The one word “Eisenhower!” 
roared up in growing sym- 
phony. By the time he and 
Gen. Bradley got out of the 
car and paid their respects to 
the Unknown Soldier, the 
Etoile was a shoving, shout- 
ing mob of near-hysterical 


Parisians. Men and women 
alike surged up to the open 
windows of our car, reaching 
in from their bicyeles to try 
to kiss the General éxuberant- 
ly, even to touch him. 

Police barely kept the crowds 
in check. I had to ease the 
auto along in low gear. We 
moved slowly down the Champs, 
past the famous shops, and on 
to the Place de la Concord. 
Then we fled to the open coun- 
try. I’m sure Gen. Eisenhower, 
one of the century’s most hon- 
ored men, will remember to his 
dying day that spontaneous 
salute by liberated Parisians. 

I shall. And I was only the 
driver of his car. 


I hate lofty, dramatic words. 
But there in Paris that August 
day—a Paris still resounding 
to liberating gunfire, a Paris 
absolutely wild with mass hap- 
piness over something intangi-

Throughout the campaign in 
western Europe, it seemed to me

On Sept. 11, while I was in 
London getting supplies from 
Widewing, General Eisenhower 
wrote in the diary: “Discussions 
covered entire field of next 
month’s operations.

Gen. LEisen- 
hower worked out of his trailer, as 
usual. We girls camped in a near- 
by field reserved for women only 
and guarded as carefully as am- 
munitian. Actually, we found 
Normandy a sort of rustic, pasto- 
ral retreat. And, free of the buzz- 
bombs, we had our first good 
nights of sleep in weeks. 

General Ike’s spirits soared vis- 
ibly at being on the Continent, 
able to visit commanders and 
troops on the spot once more. 

In our CP, he set about re-es- 
tablishing the bridge games which 
gave. him such relaxation. ‘en. 
Bradley teamed with Mattie 
against Gen. Eisenhower and me 
soon thereafter; from then on, the 
lines were drawn. The Fisenhow- 
er-Summersby team won that first 
night, starting new banking diffi- 
culties in the conversion of francs 
into pounds, still our monetary 
basis.

HEN, as later, I found Gen. 

Bradley a peaceful, charming, 

alert companion. Speaking with 
a quiet tone which belied a fight- 
er’s heart, he endeared himself to 
all of us in the official family as 
much as he did to his own First 
Army GI’s. Then—as throughout 
the rest of the war—I regarded 
him as the only other general in 
either the British or American 
armies under whom I would enjoy 
serving. 

General Ike had his standard 
assortment of minor headaches. 
The British press attacked him 
for relieving Monty of over-all 
ground command. The American 
press attacked him for permittiiz 
“British interference and domina- 
tion” despite the majority of Unit- 
ed States forces over British 
troops. 

A message from the French of- 
fered definite evidence of wide- 
spread looting by troops, ranging 
from liquor hauls by privates to a 
silverware theft by a brigadier 
general. 

Still, General Ike never appeared 
downcast, disheartened, or even 
disappointed in public. Occasion- 
ally he let down his guard around 
the inner office and in the eve- 
ning bridge sessions. “You're one 
person,” he said to me one day in 
“who ever seés me 
with my hair down. I don’t have 
to keep up pretenses — because 
you’re not after rank, you don’t 
blah to the press, and you don’t 
gossip with staff members.” 

On Aug. 26 I drove the General 
on a long, tiring trip all the way 
to Chartres. 

Less than a week later General 
Eisenhower had one of the nar- 
rowest escapes of his wartime ca- 
reer. We almost lost our Boss; 
the Allies almost lost their Su- 
preme Commander when General 
Ike’s, plane, a Cub, made a forced 
landing on the beach while Ike 
was flying to Versailles for a talk 
with Bradley. When he finally 
arrived he was welcomed to Villa 
Montgomery like a man risen 
from the dead. He got extra- 
super-sefvice that night from the 
household staff. 

Ike’s most violent gripe in this 


period was over the way in which 
Paris had been invaded by Com- 
munications Zone (“Com Z’’) sup- 
ply headquarters. 

Hours after the liberation, sec- 
tions of this headquarters began a 
sudden movement to the Capital. 
The emigration from Valognes, in 
Normandy, was so complete that 
virtually every Com Z office was 
already set up in Paris by ‘the time 
General Ike heard about. the un- 
authorized move. Knowing that 
combat troops would burn. with 
resentment at Paris, Mecca of the 
war and Europe’s ideal leave-town, 
being.occupied by rear-area supply 
troop, he really howled with anger 
over this violation of his hard-fast 
rule that no Army headquarters 
should locate in a large city. 

General Ike was particularly put 
out at Com Z because his own 
headquarters was avoiding Paris, 
moving into Versailles,

ITHIN a fortnight, of course, 

General Ike was so worried 

about us “settling down” in 
Versailles that he announced an- 
other advance. We then trudged 
up to Gieux (“Goo to the G.Ls”) 
and set up a new “Shellburst” 
where the Boss could live in his 
favorite super-trailer, a present 
from .Tooey Spaatz, and escape the 
monotony of headquarters rou- 
tine; we females took over rooms 
upstairs in the Gieux country 
club. Life here was a _ pleasant 
cross between that in the Nor- 
mandy apple orchard and that in 
quiet Granville. 


Whether in Versailles or Gieux, 
General Eisenhowcr’s: time, ener- 
gy, and abilities were concen- 
trated upon duties which fell into 
three distinct categories: (1) com- 
mand problems, (2) trips, and (3) 
V-I-P’s. 

Sometimes, he was faced by 
problems unknown to military 
regulations. Venereal disease is 
an issue Known to all generals. 
But General Eisenhower had to 
answer a political question: The 
French and the Belgiums wanted 
him to close all brothels. With 
admirable tact, he replied that it 


-might be better if the respective 


governments take appropriate ac- 
tion; he would issue parallel or- 
ders within his own province, i.e., 
to Allied troops under his com- 
mand. 

The manpower shortage he pre- 
dicted long before D-Day emerged 
into stark reality. Replacements 
became a worrisome, then a 
pressing issue. 

Perhaps that was the reason 
for his impatience with Army 
criminals. He was especially irate 
one. day when, inspecting a Nor- 
mandy hospital, he realized some 
of the men were there for self- 
inflicted wounds. And he was 
stern, as only a dedicated war 
commander can be, with the hun- 
dreds of court-martial cases 
brought to his attention for final 
review every week. 

The Eisenhower ire really began 
to grow inflamed at the avalanche 
of reports, from every type of 
source, on the increasing lack of 
discipline by Allied troops. Amer- 
icans, unfortunately, were the 
principal offenders. Every week 
brought in more stories of rape, of 
murder, of calloused looting. One 
day, for example, the General 
noted in our office diary his re- 
actions to that particular visit by 
the Judge Advocate General: 

“Betts, 10:30. Reports that 
disciplinary conditions are be- 
coming bad. Many cases of rape, 
murder, and pillage are causing 
complaints by French, Dutch, 
etc. Am assigning special in- 
spectators to job at once. His re- 
ports substantiate those received 
from other sources.” 

The very next day a conference 
was held to discuss the tragic 
problem. Ike was particularly dis- 
turbed at the’ news that his cocky 
101st. and Eighty-second Airborne 
Division troops were on the ram- 
page. Strong measures will be 
taken immediately, he emphasized 
to his staff. And he suggested 
strong medicine: a public hanging

Price, they say, is the problem. 

Most spokesmen for the §ndus- 
try admit they are plagued by 
spotty overproduction. Many 
however, don’t agree with the pes- 
simists who say it’s because. the 
nation’s shoe factories each year 
can produce 1,500,000 more pairs 
than Americans can wear out. 

It’s more a question of inflation, 
they say, with shoe manufacturers 
priced out of their market by ris- 
ing costs. 

Retail prices now run 25 to 50 
per cent above pre-war levels, and 
that is causing buyer resistance, 
they say. . 

Sales of low-priced footwear 
and currently stylish models like 
the “new look” for women and 
the “bold look” for men are hold- 
ing up. 

But spokesmen point to the fact 
there’s been a serious decline in 
demand for high-priced men’s 
shoes, one of New England’s spe- 
cialties. 

Makers Cautious, 

Thus the “spotty” picture, with 
production—and employment—up 
at one plant and down. at the fac- 
tory across the street. 

Union and management officials 
generally agree there’s no critical 
unemployment problem. But they 
admit reduced work weeks are 
prevalent as cautious manufactur- 
ers reduce production until they 
learn if demand will pick up. 

There is general agreement, 
again, that lower retail prices 
would stimulate shoe sales and 
steady the industry. 

But industry spokesmen see no 
dramatic price drops in the imme- 
diate future: Expensive leather, 
labor and overhead account for 
too much of the cost of a pair of 
shoes, they say. 

How or when shoemaking costs 
can be reduced nobody will pre- 
dict. 

And by then, the pessimists add, 
the shoe may be on the other foot 
—a Southern: foot.

German Reds Ask Russia to End 
Berlin Blockade to Help Party 


Soviet Marshal Jails 4 of 6 Signers of Letter | 
—Incident Shows Communists’ Weak- 
ness When Interests Conflict.

OWARD the end of last month Marshal Sokolovsky, Russian pro-

with the German Communists. What maeks the letter interesting is 
the fact that itw as signed by Wilhelm Pieck and Otto Grotewhol. 


Pieck is a lifetime Communist, 
who took part in the Spartacist 
revolt in 1919. Grotewoh! is a 
renegade Socialist, who sold out 


to the Russians after the war. 
They are co-chairmen of the Rus- 
sian-spgnsored Socialist Unity 
party, in reality the Soviet zone’s 
Communist party. There were 
four other signers as well as 
Pieck and Grotewohl, all impor- 
tant but subordinate German Com- 
munists. 

The letter, contents of which are 
known to the American Govern- 
ment, was of course written in 
the tone of respectful humility 
which Communists us¢ when ad- 
dressing their Soviet masters, and 
was full of protestations of loy- 
alty. Yet it was nevertheless 
deeply displeasing to Sokolovsky 
and the rulers in the Kremlin. 

National vs. Party Interests. 

For the German Communists 
begged Sokolovsky to end the 
blockade of Berlin. They stated 
flatly that the hlockade was under- 
mining the German Communist 
movement, by turning the German 
Masses against both the Socialist 
fatherland and the German Com- 
munist party. Discipline within 
the party was more and more dif- 
ficult to maintain, and the party 
was daily losing previously loyal 
adherents. German Communists

mans. 

Sokolovsky’s response was un- 
equivocal. Pieck and Grotewohl 
were hauled on the carpet and 
charged with “narrow national- 
ism” and “deviationism.” They 
were allowed to retain their posi- 
tions, perhaps because their pureg- 
ing would have created an unwel- 
come uproar. But they were 
warned that no repetition of such 
insubordination would be toler- 
ated. Ant to force the point home, 
the four lesser Communists were 
carted off to jail. 

Taken alone, this episode is sig- |™ 
nificant enough. But what makes 
it more interesting is the fact 
that it is not an isolated incident. 
For within the last few days evi- 
dence has been obtained that Mos- 
cow is having very similar diffi- 
culties with the high command of 
the French Communist party. 

Thorez Disciplined in France. 

Early this summer, as first re- 
ported in this space, burly, ham- 
fisted Maurice Thorez, leader of 
the French Communists, was hailed 
before a Communist. kangaroo 
court on orders from Moscow and 
charged with “excessive national- 
ism.” At the time, Thores per- 


formed the usual 1 Communist rite 


of public repentance and confes- 
sion of sins. Since then, however, 
there have been reports that Mos- 
cow’s troubles with Thorez were 
not over. 

These reperts state Thorez has 
been intriguing within the French 
Communist party to split his very 
considerable personal following 
away from Moscow’s control, and 
to head a national French Com- 
munist party more or less on the 
Tito model. The nature of the 
sources of these reports, within 
the French party, has cast doubt 
on their validity. 


Yet very recently a document 
has been obtained which suggests, 
at the very least, that Thorez is 
distrusted by the rulers in the 
Kremlin. This document is a di- 
rective from the Kremlin-spon- 
sored Cominform, successor to the 
Communist International, to the 
French Communist party. The 
Cominform directive orders that 
leadership of the French Commu- 
nist party, including the duty of 
reporting to and receiving orders 
from the Cominform, is to rest 
henceforth -with Jacques Duclos, 
a Stalinist theoretician generally 
considered No. 2 man among 
French Communists, and Andre 
Marty, a fanatical extremist who 
spent four years in Moscow. Tho- 
rez, although for the present he 
rfains his titular leadership, is

Effect of Red Foreign Policy. 

The parallel with the episode of 
the Pieck-Grotewohl letter is en- 
tirely obvious. Pieck and Grote- 
wohl were moved to protest sim- 
ply because Soviet policy in Ger- 
many runs directly contrary to 
the interests of the German Com- 
munist party, and is indeed

popular base, Yet, as in Germany, 
the mass base of the French Com- 
munists is threatened by Soviet 
foreign policy, which requires that 
French recovery be wrecked.

OTTAWA, Nov. 12 (AP)—On-

Cities and towns throughout the 
province, which is the nation’s | 
biggest and richest, already we 


undergoing severe power cuts and 
blackouts. Experts say worse may 
come when the winter freeze 
slows the flow of the streams that 
are used to generate electricity. 

In Toronto, Canada’s second 
largest city and where much of 
the nation’s business and industry 
are concentrated, the power now 
goes off an hour each morning, 
an hour each afternoon and forty- 
five minutes each night. Lights 
go out, elevators stop running, do- 
mestic and business machines 
powered by electricity from nor- 
mal sources cease and the whole 
tempo of life slows until the mas- 
ter switches are ‘thrown on again. 
Mayor Hiram McCallum has 
warned much more severe cuts 
and blackouts are in store if peo- 
ple don’t voluntarily save more 
power. Industry, for instance, 
may have to shut down generally 
a day a week, he says. 

Power has been short in Can- 
ada since last year’s dry winter. 
Ontario has felt the 
most.

HE new state of Israel has again pitted its military strength 
against its belligerent Arab neighbors and emerged vic- 
torious. Its small but formidable army has inflicted a 

decisive defeat on Egyptian troops in the Negeb of South 
Palestine, which the Egyptians occupied by force last May. 
In Northern Palestine Israeli troops have pushed Arab irregu- 
lars out of Galilee, where they had been entrenched, and 
across the Lebanese border. 

The Negeb, dotted with Jewish settlements, was granted 
to Israel under original United Nations partition plan. Egypt 
seized it during last spring’s Jewish-Arab war, was there 
when a United Nations truce ended fighting. Then the Berna- 
dotte Palestine settlement plan proposed giving Negeb per- 
manently to Arabs. Israel protested, but heeded truce until 
Egyptian troops recently fired on a Jewish convoy. Jews 
retaliated, in a week had crushed Egyptian striking power. 

Both sides accepted a new truce, but Israel rejected-a 
United Nations proposal it relinquish its new positions in the 
Negeb. While the United Nations Security Council argued, 
Israel's position was helped by President Truman's assertion 
he favored Israel’s original boundaries, including the Negeb.

Traditional sym- 
bols appear frequently in the pictures, many of which 
convey wishes for happiness, long life, fertility, etc. 

Firms distribute the art widely throughout the Orient in 
promoting their various products. Some buy thousands of 
copies of a print and fill in a vacant spot with their name, 
trade mark and perhaps an advertising message.
